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EXPLANATION OF EXEMPTIONS 


SUBSECTIONS OF TITLE 5, UNITED STATES CODE, SECTION 552 

(b)(1) (A) specifically authorized under criteria established by an Executive order to be kept secret in the interest of national defense or foreign 

policy and (B) are in fact properly classified to such Executive order; 

(b)(2) related solely to the internal personnel rules and practices of an agency;

USA, when interviewed by a representative of United Press 
International, in Sab Francisco, California, on May 14, 1965, 
described the iSDS ss a part of the "responsible left" which 
the Party has ''going for us." At the June, 1965, SDS Na¬ 
tional Convention, an anticommunist proviso was removed 
from the SDS constitution. In the October 7,. 1966, issue 
of .vNew Left Notes," the official publication of SDS, an 
SDS spokesman stated that there are some ^communists in SDS 
and they are welcome.
